A 
visit  to  the  Succah  is  a  thrilling  experi¬ 
ence  for  anyone.  It  is  an  especially  thrill¬ 
ing  experience  for  children.  You  owe  it 
to  the  children  to  attend  one  or  more  of 
the  services  and  to  partake  of  the  Kid- 
dush  and  refreshments  which  will  be 
served  after  worship  in  the  Succah. 

For  the  Yizkor  service  which  takes 
place  on  Saturday  morning,  September 
29th,  a  memorial  card  is  herewith  en¬ 


closed.  Will  you  please  fill  it  out  and 
return  it  to  the  Secretary  of  the  congre¬ 
gation  so  that  your  departed  kinsmen 
will  be  memorialized. 

The  service  on  Saturday  evening, 
September  29th,  is  the  gay  procession  of 
the  Torah  so  dear  to  children.  Flags  and 
candies  will  be  distributed  to  the  young¬ 
sters.  Have  the  children  of  your  family  in 
attendance. 

On  Sunday  morning,  September  30th. 
the  congregation  will  pay  tribute  to  Mr. 
Benjamin  Sack  who  has  been  designated 
as  the  Hatan  Torah,  and  to  Dr.  Theo¬ 


dore  Kaplan  who  has  been  designated 
as  the  Hatan  Bereshit. 

Last  of  all,  the  attention  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  is 
called  to  the  fact  that  the  Succoth  festi¬ 
val  coincides  this  year,  both  in  its  former 
and  latter  days,  with  weekends.

It  is  imperative  that  parents  of  hoys 
who  are  to  become  13  during  the  coming 
year  communicate  with  Rabbi  Zimet  and 
Cantor  Putterman  for  the  special  instruc¬ 
tions  given  Bar  Mitzvah  hoys,  and  with 
the  office  for  the  entering  of  the  Bar 
Mitzvah  date  on  the  Synagogue  calendar. 

Our  Synagogue  enters  upon  a  new  de¬ 
parture  this  year,  in  establishing  the  Bas 
Mitzvah  for  girls  13  to  14  years  of  age.

September  12th.  is  a  survev  of  the  full 
Jewish  problem.

The  book  deals  first  with  issues  of 
social  status  of  the  Jewish  group,  includ¬ 
ing  the  problems  of  anti-Semitism,  the 
rehabilitation  of  European  Jewry,  and 
the  occupation  distribution  of  American 
Jews. 

The  second  section  treats  of  the  psychic 
problems  of  the  Jews,  the  tendencv 
toward  self-contempt  which  so  many 
Jews  exhibit,  and  the  issue  of  assimila¬ 
tion  and  survival. 

In  the  third  portion,  Rabbi  Steinberg 
handles  the  crucial  issues  internal  to  the 
life  of  the  Jewish  group,  the  nature  of 
the  Jewish  identity,  conflicting  philoso¬ 
phies  of  Jewish  life,  what  needs  to  be 
done  to  revitalize  the  Jewish  tradition, 


and  how  the  Jewish  community  ought 
to  be  reorganized. 

In  the  last  section.  Rabbi  Steinberg 
treats  of  the  problems  of  Zionism,  both 
theoretical  problems  and  practical  prob¬ 
lems.  The  w  hole  book  closes  wfith  an  epi¬ 
logue,  dealing  with  the  tangled,  difficult 
question  as  to  whether  Jewish  life  has 
been  worth  its  cost.
